At the end of 
J une they had come back only 
slightly and the best used car 
market period was nearing its 
end. 
Another prediction that fell

In 1807 a regular weekly mail route was established through Salem, 
and on the day of the post-rider’s arriv al ev ery one who possibly 
could would gather at John Street’s store to see him come dashing 
into town, change horses and gallop away . J ohn Street was the 
first postmaster, and though his office serv ed a wide area, his duties 
were not too arduous. Usually the townsperson to whom a letter 
was addressed would be in the group waiting the courier’s arriv al, 
otherwise Mr. Street merely put the missiv e in the crown of,his 
tall hat and handed it to the addressee when nex t they met Let­ 
ters for families in the outly ing townships were handed to the first 
trav eler going in the general direction of the homestead. 


In 1807 mail routes were let to bidders on a contract basis. Av er­ 
age compensation for riders was about $300 per y ear — with the 
rider furnishing his own horses and pay ing his own ex penses. 
Dollars went further then, but it’s still true that the amount 
of take home pay isn’t as important as the amount of goods that 
pay will take home. No amount of legislation can change the 
fact that the only way for people to hav e more is to produce 
more.

THE SHIP has a wing-spread 
of 110 feet and stands 17 feet 
high.

To 
maintain that pace, there are 34 
gas tanks, including Tokyo tanks 
in the wing tips, to permit a gas 
load of 3,717 gallons. That’s 
enough, under the most favorable 
flying conditions, to keep the 
plane in the air 23 hours or 4,000 
miles. 
There are upholstered seats for 
eight passengers and Pullman- 
style berths to sleep the same 
number. The plane has its own 
119 -volt power system 
which 
services everything from electric 
razors to a large stainless steel 
refrigerator and range. For the 
Keener trip, electric coffee mak­ 
ers, a sandwich grill, two elec­ 
tric soup cups, a small washing 
machine and an electric iron are 
being added. 
To satisfy American appetites 
as they ’re whisked around Hhe 
globe, there’ll be a ton and a half 
of food aboard. Further, a com­ 
pletely-eq uipped 
office, 
with 
typewriter, tape recorder, dic­ 
taphone and file cabinet, has been 
installed to meet the party ’s 
needs. 
The big plane has been painted 
with a dazzling yellow enamel. 
The trim is brilliant red. That, 
says Keener, will make the air­ 
craft easy to find in the event it 
runs into trouble. 
On board will be more than 
the req uired supply of life rafts, 
and jackets, sea marking ma­ 
terials, flares, eq uipment to dis­ 
till salt water, Army K rations, 
medicine and first aid eq uipment, 
and emergency radio transmitters 
for use in life rafts. 
Radio Contact Assured 
TWO AUTOMATIC direction 
finders will help the party wenc 
its way through all kinds o: 
weather. Two special, 10-channe 
transmitters and receivers have 
been installed to keep the pilots 
in touch with aviation radio sta 
tions throughout the world. 
Rokes and a radio technician 
have worked out an ingenious 
arrangement whereby an instru­ 
ment they ’ll use on this trip can 
actually work on 58 7 different 
freq uencies. Only 38 freq uencies 
are in use now, but pilots expect 
some 300 to be used within a year 
or 18 months. 
Good radio contact is a neces­ 
sity on such a trip and the Keener 
plane is adeq uately supplied on 
that score with nine receivers 
and nine transmitters. 
Workmen have moved the can­ 
opy forward a foot and installed 
a dual instrument panel which 
features all flight instruments 
known for safe and swift trans­ 
portation. All instruments are 
concentrated in plain view before 
the pilots. 
Longest Ho ps 
THE BIG HOPS of the trip will 
be Akron to London and Hono­ 
lulu to San Francisco. It’s 3,363 
miles from Akron to London and 
the Honolulu-Frisco jump is 2,- 
393. Iceland, Greenland and New­ 
foundland offer refuge in event 
of trouble on the London hop. 
That leaves 
Honolulu to San 
Francisco as the longest and 
toughest stretch. 
Keener and Rokes alternate the 
takeoffs and once the plane is air­ 
borne, Keener continues to trim 
ship while Rokes devotes his at- 
uention to the complex concen­ 
tration of gadgets that tell the 
pilots where they are going, 
and how.
